Yesterday the Victory Loan returns in the University showed 
i considerable increase, the Faculty of Arts having' augmented their 
previous total by the large amount of $35,000, making $37,600 sub- 
scribed by them alone. Although the other Faculties do not come 
near this amount individually, almost $50,000 has been subscribed 
by the University as a whole up to date. 

Such a satisfactory increase reflects great credit on the patriot- 
ism (to say nothing of the affluence) of Arts men, and it is signifi- 
cant as showing their evident appreciation of the expediency and 
urgency of helping to make the present loan as great a success as 
possible. 

To anyone with the slightest knowledge of, national finance or 
economics, it must be abundantly clear that, if Canada is to obtain 
and hold her rightful place in the world's markets, she must have 
at her disposal sufficient capital to enable her to grant large credits 
-to her. prospective Customers, particularly the late belligerents, who 
now find themselves alike with empty store-houses and coffers. 
Canadian business men, realizing that Opportunity is assuredly 
knocking at Canada's door, have given their unqualified support. to 
Ihc loan, and these hold stoutly to their opinions that if the country 
will only take advantage of the favorable tide in her affairs, it will 
undoubtedly "lead on to fortune." 

We are repeatedly being told that we are on the brink of a 
new era, both social and economic, an era, moreover, which will be 
fraught with the most momentous changes in the texture of our 
Svieryday life. Whether this be so or not it must be patent t6 all 
that Canada is confronted to-day with a wonderful chance to estab- 
lish herself as one of the great commercial nations of the world. In 
such -a case, not the least important of the elements to be benefitted 
by an era of prosperity would be our educational institutions, for it 
is a matter of common experience, that commerce has ever been the 
foster-parent of the Arts and Sciences. 

It is only fitting, then, that the great educational institutions, 
such as McGill should give a strong lead towards assuring the suc- 
of this loan- \ T ot only does it show that the academic spirit 
; the country is entirely in accord witH this praiseworthy attempt 
to establish Canadian trade and Canadian prestige, but in the final 
analysis it will be found that there exists a strong element of ulti- 
mate scjf-intcrcst. If Canada's future is dependent upon the 
: proper preparation and equipment of the generation which is to 
follow, no less will her material prosperity be responsible for the 
perfection and efficiency of her educational machinery. College 
men as a whole, therefore as representatives of higher education, 
should fçcl a particularly keen interest in the opportunity thus 
.afforded, and we look forward with confidence to hearing of even 
larger contributions from McGill men towards this end.

The <mornlng aeeB him at 
nift,boQks; .the,*ftvnoon and evening 
witness Mb unceasing toll; and only 
sleep seoa a temporary cessation of 
tb,e struggle. Ho oats and'aleepa add 
at these periods receives grudging re- 
laxation; but in between is the samo 
old grinds-day in, day out, from one 
month to another. He sees nothing 
beyond the cramped wall of his own 
individual aim. To him the vraious 
college actlvltlea mean nothing; he 
viewa them from afar off aa matters 
that do not concern him at all. Ask 
him to write an article for the "Daily" 
—"No; I haven't the time." Aak him 
to take part in some form of athletlca 
—"I don't sec any use in such waste 
of energy," etc., etc. Wo, have all 
come in contact with this type. He 
keeps tbia up for four years and gra- 
duates a ball of knowledge so wrapped 
up in himself that he is about as ap- 
proachable as the proverbial porcu- 
pine. 

, The student' of this type makes his 
first big mistake In the erroneous con- 
ception he has of a course at college. 
We have said that hia idea ia aolely to 
accumulate knowledge. True, this is 
the main reason why most of ub arc 
here; but it should not be our only 
reason. The real aim of a college 
course la to train men for leadership 
in the aeveral branccha which Urey 
have chosen to study; and also to 
teach them to think for themselves. 
These ends can not be attained by a 
student if ho envelopes himself in his 
studies to the exclusion of all other 
considerations. Ho must take part in 
discussions with hlo fellow-students 
In order to broaden bis views; and he 
must mix with them freely and take 
a part In activities common to all, so 
aa to have a few of the angularities 
rubbed from his character. There 
are many means at bis disposal to ac- 
complish this "rounding off process. 
He can develop the physical side of 
his being by participation tn one or 
more of the many branches of athle- 
tics: he may develop his mind more 
fully by taking part In the' activities 
of the Lit or In contributing articles 
to tho "Dally" or tho Mag,; and ho 
may develop tbe cultural Bido of his 
nature, among other means, by reading 
and by intelligent observation of the 
beauties which surround htm. 

This is a feeble attempt at pointing 
out. the great mistake of becoming a 
"grind." But so. many fellowB come 
to college and sink Into a rut from 
which they find it almost Impossible 
to extricate themselves, with tho rc- 
ault that they leave collego with a 
character only partially developed, 
and find themselves handicapped In 
later life from attaining the highest 
point of efficiency. How many 
"grinds" have we at Macdonald.

BATTLE OF CHRYSTLER'8 FARM 

On November 11, 1813, the British 
won a decisive victory over tho Ameri- 
can army at Ohrystler's Farm when' 
Colonel Morrison attacked and defeat- : 
ed two armies of Americans who were 
attempting to reach (Montreal. TJhe In- 
vaders ihad divided their foroes.at tho 
head of the Longue Sault Rapids, and- 
marçhed on. Morrison saw tiiat it was ■ 
a splendid opportunity t» strike. Had 
the two forces united .the étory of the 
confllot might read differently In Can- 
adian history. It was a smart fight 
that took place on 'the Util of 'Novetrf- 
ber, T<he advantage wont to the 'Brit- 
ish,, who, 'out of an army of S 00 men. 
lost in killed and wounded about 18 
while the Americans with 2,500 me 
suffered cœualtilew estimated at over 300 
men .with an additional 100 taken pri- 
soners. Tho invaders wero thus eut off 
from Montreal .where they had hoped to 
be victors and to establish themselves 
for the winter. They were in conse- 
quence foroodto retreat Just as winter 
was coming on. Their lino of march 
was harassed night and d'ay by the 
British patrols and in this way over 
one hundred sleigh loads of .war stores, 
chtetfly food and munition», fell into the 
hands of the Brlttah as prizes. This 
was In Itself a great victory as the 
army of the King was none too well 
equipped for- winter and the conflicts 
that tho spring would certainly bring 
again. Tho "biggest effect, however, 
was wot In the prize stores or In the 
number of men slain or put out of ac- 
tion or even in 'the freeing of the Mont- 
real diHtrict from the threat of the en- 
emy for tho winter. It was In the shak- 
ing of the moralo of the foe who hith- 
erto had dcomed himself almost invinc- 
ible and who held rather a supremo 
contempt for tho small armies that 
were seeking to arrest his activities in 
tho British domain. In even gi'cater 
proportion It cheered the Royal forces 
and gavo i thorn greater confidence in 
the appeal to arms for 1 SI 4 — destined 
to be' tho year of final victory.

We are repeatedly being told that wc are on the brink of a 
new era, both social and economic, an era, moreover, which Avili be 
fraught with the most momentous changes in the texture of our 
ïveryday life.

College 
men as a whole, therefore as representatives of higher education, 
Should feel a particularly keen interest in the opportunity thus 
afforded, and wc look forward .with confidence to hearing of even 
larger contributions from McGill men towards this end.

To see ourselves as otiers see ua," 

80 said Hobble Burns a good many 
years ago, and the principle embodied 
In the words of the poe,t holds to-day 
as truly as It ever did. It Is a very 
interesUng and valuable cxerclae to 
obaervo the typea of men and women 
with which we are surrounded: and It 
la equally valuable that we ahould 
learn the obscrvaUona which ate made 
about ua by other people, for in ascer- 
taining theao opinions we may boo 
wherein Ilea our strength or ous weak- 
ness. Public opinion has always 
been, and still conUnuea to be. one of 
the atrongeat forces In tho varied in- 
tereats and phases of this old life 0 f 
ours; and wo all to some extent bow 
to Its dictates. 

Macdonald College has its types, to 
one or another of which we all belong: 
and becauso these types exist we all 
have different Ideas of the purpose 
and aim of a college course. To ono 
type of student a college course means 
solely the accumulation of knowledge. 
He cornea to college, and immediately 
sets to work to learn all there is to 
know about his particular branch of 
study in order that he may revolu- 
tionize that phase of learning or en- 
deavor. The -morning aces him at 
W^boqkB; tho. afternoon and evening 
witness his unceasing toll; and only 
Bleep boob a temporary ccsaatlon of 
tt>o struggle. Ho oats and 'sleeps arid 
at these periods receives grudging re- 
laxation; but in between is tho same 
old grind— day in, day out, from ono 
month to another. Ho sees nothing 
beyond the cramped wall of his own 
Individual aim. To him tho vraious 
college activlUeB mean nothing; he 
views them from afar off aa matters 
that do not concern him at all. ABk 
him to write an article for tho "Daily" 
—"No; I haven't tho time." Ask him 
to take part in some form of athletics 
—"I don't see any ubo In such wasto 
of energy," etc., etc. We. havo all 
como in contact with this type. He 
keeps this up for four years and gra- 
duates a ball of knowledge so wrapped 
up in himself that he is about as ap- 
proachable as the proverbial porcu- 
pine. 

The student' of this type makes his 
first big mistake In the crronooua con- 
ception he has of a course at college. 
We have said that his Idea is solely to 
accumulate knowledge. True, this is 
tho main reason why most of us arc 
here; but It should not be our only 
reason. The real aim or a college 
course is -to train men for leadership 
In the several brancehs which they 
have chosen to study: and also to 
teach them to think for themselves. 
These ends can not be attained by a 
student if he envelopes himself In his 
studies to the exclusion of all other 
considerations. He must take part In 
discussions with hlo fellow-students 
in order to broaden hlu vicwa; and ho 
must mix with them freely and tako 
a part In activities common to all, so 
aa to hâve a few of tho angularities 
rubbed from his character. There 
aro many means at hia dlspoaal to ac- 
complish this "rounding off" procosa. 
He can develop the physical aide of 
hia being by participation in ono or 
more of the many branches of athle- 
tics: he may develop bis mind more 
fully by taking part In the activities 
of the Lite or In contributing articles 
to the "Daily" or the Mag.; and he 
may develop the cultural sido of his 
nature, among other moans, by reading 
and by intelligent observation of the 
beauties which surround him. 

This la a feeble attempt at pointing 
out the great mistake of becoming a 
"grind." But bo many fellows come 
to college and sink into a rut from 
which they find it almost Impossible 
to extricate themselves, with tho re- 
sult that they leave college with a 
character only partially developed, 
and find themselves handicapped In 
later life from attaining the highest 
point of efficiency. How many

Tho 
Q.T.R. offered a DraPftciugrcomenl with 
fhe other Government railway* where 
by all the benefits of Government own 
rnship would be obtained with none of 
Its disadvantages. Why was thl« iv 
fused? Tho bill was nushed through, 
and the only railway in Canada, except 
tho C.P.n., which in now paying Its 
way m Canada, Is now in the hands 
of bunglers and poHtlclans. When. the 
Government has mined Lhc railway, 
rhô C.N.K. Interests wlU tike over tho 
good part» that are left, and Jet '.he 
rest decay. If the railway iw going to 
be a success under Government owner 
«hlp. It will be a greater success under 
private ownership.

BATTLE OF CHRYSTLER'S FARM , 

On November 11, 1813, the British- 
won u dcoisivc victory over the Ameri- 
can army at CTirystlcr's Farm •when' 
Colonel Morrison attacked and defeat- : 
ed two armies of Americans who were- 
attempting to reach Montreal. The in-.' 
voders «Hd divided their forces.eit tho 
head of Uic Longue Sault Kaplds, and' 
marched on. Morrison oaw that'lt was ■ 
a splendid opportunity to strike. Hed ' 
the two forces united the story of tihe 
conflict might read differently In Can- 
adian history. It was a smart fight 
that took placé on the 11th of Novem- 
ber. The advantage wont to the Brit- 
ish, who, 'out of an army of 800 men, 
lost in killed and wounded about 180, 
while the Americans with 2,500 men, 
tsu^tfercdca«ualt4e» estimated at over 300 
men with on additional 100 taken pri- 
soners. The invaders were thus cut off 
from Montreal where tlhoy had hoped to 
be victors and to establish themselves 
for the winter. They were In conse- 
quence forced no retreat Just as winter 
was coming on. Their line of march 
was harassed night and day by the 
British patrols and lu this way over 
one hundred sleigh loads of war stores, 
dhieifly food and munitions, rfell Into taie 
hands of the British as prizes. This 
was In itself a great victory as the 
army of the King was none too well 
(•quipped for winter and the oonfllots 
that the spring would certainly bring 
again. The 'biggest effect, however, 
was not in tilie prize stores or in the 
number of men slain or put out of ac- 
tion or even In 'the freeing of the Mont- 
real <llntrict from the threat of the en- 
emy for tho winter. It was In the shak- 
ing of the morale of tho foe who hith- 
erto had deemed himself almost invinc- 
ible and who held rather a supreme 
contempt for the small emmles that 
were scekli'g to arrest his activities In 
tho Brltlrii domain. In even greater 
proportion It cheered the Royal force-s 
and gave them greater conildoneo In 
the appeal /to arms for 1814— destined 
to be' the year of final victory.
